T he Remonitrance and humble Petition of Suſanna Baſtwick (the diflreſſed Widow of John Baflwick 
Dottor in Phyfick ) and her Children. | 


Hat upon your Petitioners Husbands juſt Complaint made to the Parlament rnognne: Cp6qn) they called him home from his long Exile in the Iſles 
of Scilly, and freed him from his years cruel cloſe Impriſonnent, He then petitioned the Houſe of Commons for Reparations, They refer'd 
| his Petition to a Committee, Witnefles were examined, and after a full Hearing of his Cauſe in the Houſe of Commons, it was there Reſolved up- 
on the Queſtion, That all the Proceedings of the High Commiſſion Court, Star-Chamber, and Council Board, in Sentencing, Excommunica- 
ting, Suſpending from the practiſe of Phyſick, Fining, Pilloring, Cutting off the Ears, Cloſe Impriſoning, and Baniſhing of your Petitioners 
Husband, were contrary to the Law, the Liberty of the Subjet ; thar all thoſe who had ſo unjuſtly ſentenced him, ſhould make him fa- 
tisfaction for his Sufferings and pn, ſuſtained thereby. Tha troubles coming ſuddenly upon this Nation, the Lords and Commons Ordered 
no private buſineſs (for a time) ſhould be heard, and that Order tring often renewed, pur a ſtop to the begun Juſtice in his Cauſe. 

That your Petitioners Husband being then imploy'd in ſpecialService by the Parliament, was taken Priſoner, and for full ewo years and four 
months kept cloſe Priſoner in Dungeons and loathſom places for his fidelity to the Parliamen, which hindered the further proſecuting of his Petition ; but when by way of 
Exchange be had obtained his Liberty, his Cauſe was preſented unto the Houſe of Lords, where it had alſo a full and deliberate _—_ and his ſhameful Sufferings (which 
were ſo cruelly executed that thereby he loſt the hearing of one Ear irrecoverably,) his cruelcloſe Impriſonment, Baniſhment, great Loſſes in his Eſtate ( being necellitated 
to ſell his Land, which was your Petitioners Joynture,) beſides the loſs of his practiſe in Phyſick (which before his troubles was very great.) were by ſufficient Witneſſes 
(ſworn and examined) fully proved. The Lords Ordered, That the ſeveral Sentences and Procedings againſt your Petitioners Husband 1d be for ever totally vacated,obli- 
rerated, and taken off the File in all Courts where they were remaining, as being illegal, netuakes” and againſt the Liberty of the Subject, the Law of the Land and Magna -

That the Lords gave Judgment, That your Petitioners Husband ſhould have four thouſant pounds paid him by way of Damages : They appointed a Committee to conlſi-

That it was Ordered by the Lords, your Petitioners Husband ſhould by the advice of his Councel Learned, bring in an Ordinance to be paſſed both Houſes of Parliament, 
That the four thouſand pounds afltgned him by that Houſe,may be raiſed out of the Eſtates real and perſona), of the Duke of Lenox, the Earl of Dorſer, the Lord Cortingron, 
and Sir Francis Windebank,; An Ordinance was preſented, paſſed in the Houſe of Lords, and from ; ſent by their own Meſſengers unto the Houſe of Commons, where ic 
lay Dormant a long time, but at length it was there read the firſt and ſecond time, and the Houſe of Commons in the Debate thereof (conſidering that your Petitioners Huf- 
band and þis whole Family were utterly rained by the foreſaid unjuſt and cruel Sentences) raſgr'd it to a Committee, to proceed upon tac Ordinance ſent from the Lords 
with Amendments and Additions of Names for the raiſing his Reparations out of the Eſtaces of all thoſe which that Houſe had formerly voted ought to give him Damages. 

That Committee met, They proceeded upon and perfected that Ordinance, and in their Amendments it was Ordered and Ordained by the Lords and Commons aſſembled 
in Parliament, That for increaſe of Reparations your Petitioners Husband ſhould have five thouſand pounds paid unto him, and to be raiſed out of the Eſtates of Dr ?«xox, 
fame; Duke of Linex, fames Marqueſs Hambleron, Philip Earl of Pen:brook,, Henry Earl of Holland, Edward Earl of Dorſer, John Earl of Bridgwater, Franci Lord Coring- |

That Colonel Rizby Chairman to that Committee was appointed to make the _ and to preſent that Ordinance with the Amendments and Additions of Names to the 
Houle of Commons, bur in the interim he was made a Judg, and (as he ſaid) could not fit in the Houſe except they called him in to fit _ Them; yet he earneſtly de. 
fired ſome others of char Committee to make the Report and preſent the Ordinance ; and for that end, when he was to ride the Circuit, he delivered unto your Petitioners 
Husband all his Orders and the foreſaid Ordinance of the Lords and Commons as it was agreed upon and wrote with his own hands in the Commitree, promiſing if iz were 
not preſented by ſome other, that when he returned he would adventure to go into the Houſe of Commons to preſent that Ordinance unto them ; but ſoon after bis return 
from the Circuit he departed this life : others promiſed fair,but delayed the performance ; in fo much as that Parliament was difſoly'd before che full conſummation of our 
Sute was obtained, and our Ordinance then lay as dead until the Seffions of the laſt Parliament, ro whom your Petitioners Husband preſented his Grievances. |

That your Petitioners Husband then made his Addreſles unto his Highneſs the Lord ProteQtor, who held it moſt juſt that he ſhould have the five thouſand pounds Damages 
which was afligned him by the Parliament ; his Highneſs refer'd it to his Council to confider of a ſpeedy courſe for the raiſing of his Reparations, The Council Ordered, Thac 
Alderman 1y-roz ſhould bring in the Report, which he ſhould have made of our Caſe to the laſt Parliament, and upon the Hearing thereof, his Highneſs with his Council, Oc- 
d2ced, Thar your Petitioners Husband for his then preſent 47 have twe hundred pounds, which he no ſooner had received, but he was forced to pay it away unto 
ſeveral men to whom he was indebted : And his Highneſs, with his Council, did then alſoby an Order recommend his Caſe, and Petition, unto this preſenc Parliament, that fo 
the begun Juſtice of the two former Parliaments in his Cauſe might be fully compleated, and his Reparations confirmed, and ſerled upon him in Parliament by your Honors. 
Now it hath pleaſed the Almighty lately to put an end to her dear Husbands Sufferings, by receiving him into Everlaſting Happineſs, but the Sufferings, AMiictions and Mife- 
ries of your Petitioner and her fatherleſs Children, are thereby dayly more and more increaſed ; therefore your Petitioner, humbly ſpreads their deplorable condition before 
vour Honors, and hath here ſtated their Cauſe, which ſhe hath done with as much brevity as her dear Husbands, her own, and families ſufferings, the long depending of the 


Cauſein the former Parliament, and the many impediments of our Redreſs, would permit. 


Now your Petitioner in a roal configence, that that 7 uſtice which hath ſo far proceeded w her dear Huchands Cauſe, and Was always cordially owned b y the two former Parlia- 
ments, and by his Highneſs and his Council ſo well approved of, and by them recommended ro this preſent Parliament, will be by your Honors effettuated ; She hum- 
bly intreats you to TY. 2 his long ſhameful and cruel Suwfferings (it being full one and twenty years ſince his troubles firſt began) and conſider how moſt unjuſtly he 
w.ts ſentenced, ſuffered in his Body, Eftate, Reputation and Relations ; was miterly undone, his Life made miſcr.1ble, his Death haſtened, and thereby your Petitioner 
3s made exceeding miſerable, and now in the Winter of her age is comfortleſs, hiIpleſs, left indebred, and reduced to ſuch want and poverry, that unleſs your Honors ds 
her ſpeedy and impartial 7 uſtice, ſhe and her poor Children are like inevitaby to periſh.

The by the unjuſt and cruel Proceedings aginf our deceaſed Father \ye are deprived of our 
Inheritance. 2. That now With our years our miſeries increaſe, We having no way whercby to get a livelyhood, that Eſtate being ſold and conſumed by vexations 
rroubles which by our Birth,we all both Sons and Daughters had a right unto fr our Portions. 3. We are nipped inthe Bud, left poor and fatherleſs, and by the op- 
preſſions and preſſing neceſſities Which lie heavy upon us and aur moſt dear Mither are conſtrained to cry and humbly te ſue te your Honors for Fuſtice. 4.T hat our Fa- 
thers blood, Which was f unjuſtly and ſhamefully ſhed, hath a voyce,and cryth loud to Gol and to your Honors alſs for 7 mſtice, that ſo Reparations may be made unto 
his diſtreſſed and ruined famity : And as the Lord hath now caſt us upon your Hoxors care to ſee us righted, and hath given you full power to help us ; ſo we doubt nor
